Fee Rollback - Brian Andriolo, Student Trustee 

T o begin with. I would like to welcome all the new students onto our illustri¬ 
ous campus and wish you all nothing but the best in your college endeav¬ 
ors. 1 would like to update you all on the important issue of our fee charges 
for the academic year that is suddenly upon us. As you returning students know, 
a large number of Lowell students took part in a lobbying effort last spring in an 
attempt to increase the state budget allocation for the UMass system. This effort 
took the form of a highly successful lobbying day at the Statehouse, where we 
were able to meet with state representatives and senators; as well as phone calls 
made by students who were unable to attend. As a result of our efforts, we were 
able to persuade legislators to override Governor Weld’s veto and provide UMass 
with a $10.2 million increase in state funding, $1.3 million of which came direct¬ 
ly to the Lowell campus. I would like to personally thank everyone who partici¬ 
pated in last year's efforts and those who helped me lobby this summer to over¬ 
ride the Governor’s veto. 

As a result of this additional money, our fee increases were rolled back this 
year to a $1 increase (for insurance purposes), down from an original increase of 
$130, as decided in a prior agreement made with Chancellor Hogan. Over the 
last two years, we have had to endure fee increases totaling only $S. These are 
by far the lowest increases across the UMass system and some of the lowest in 
the country (if not the lowest). UMass Dartmouth was given a $297 fee increase 
this year while UMass Boston was given a $102 increase. The Amherst campus 
received a modest $47 increase as well. This shows that if we work bard and are 
unified, we can prevent drastic increases in our tuition and fee rates and positive¬ 
ly affect the quality of our education here at UMass Lowell. 

However, the flip side to this good news is that we are still the third most 
expensive public university in the country (we dropped from second to third just 
this year) and have not yet fully recovered from the deep budget cuts imposed on 
us by the Commonwealth during the late 1980’s and early 1990's. This means 
that we still have a lot of work to do. 

There is a very important bill currently in the Slate Legislature that is vital 
to the interests of the students at UMass Lowell. It is a capital outlay bill that 
will provide us slate funds for the upkeep of our buildings, to improve our tech¬ 
nology, and hopefully to fund our new student center that will be built in the near 
future. If we don’t get this money from the state, then we will have to pay for 
these projects either with increases in our fees or further cutbacks in student ser¬ 
vices and student jobs. These are unacceptable alternatives for us, so we must 
continue to be involved in lobbying for the vital state funds. 

How can you get involved in these tasks? It’s simple. I’m setting up a 
campus-wide advocacy committee, similar to last year’s Statehouse Day effort, to 
represent UMass Swell's needs by lobbying the State Legislature for our badly 
needed funds. The committee is open to any student, staff member, or member of 
the faculty at UMass Lowell who wishes to join. Your lime commitment will be 
as much or as little lime that you can afford to give. You can contribute simply 
by making a few phone calls or writing a few letters to representatives and sena¬ 
tors or, more directly, by coming with me and a bunch of other students to meet 
with them in person at the Statehouse. We will be working very closely with the 
other UMass campuses on this issue, as well as with President Penney’s office in 
Boston. 

I hope that you will take the time to help out in improving life here on 
campus. For resident students, it’s a chance to improve what you now consider 
to be home. For commuter students, it’s a chance to truly feel like you’re a part 
of the UMass Lowell community. If this interests you, please call me and leave a 
message at 934-5005 and I will get back to you. Thank you very much and enjoy 
the school year.

More recently, Terence Stamp did 
it in Australia’s The Adventures of 
Priscilla, Queen of the Desert 
They’re currently doing it on the 
soap opera General Hospital. 

What is this trendy thing to do? 

Whatever it is, they’re doing 
it in drag (Z-snap, honey). 

The reactions will be mixed 
as audiences get to see three of 
their favorite action, drama, and 
comedy ‘hunks’ parading around 
in fringe and feather boas in To 
Wong Foo Thanks for Everything 
Julie Newmar (Dir. Beebon 
Kidron, Screenplay Douglas 
Carter Beane, 3 stars out of 4). 
Some of the most masculine stars 
in Hollywood clawed it out in 
their control tops and press-ons for 
the roles in this Spielberg-fronted 
story about three drag queens who 
end up taking a wrong turn into 
Snydersville, Nebraska while on a 
trip from New York City to 
Hollywood. The three lucky girls 


who won the roles: Wesley 
Snipes, the action adventurer 
known for such movies as Drop 
Zone, Passenger 57, and Rising 
Sun; comedian John Leguizamo; 
and Patrick Swayze, best known 
for Dirty Dancing and Ghost. 

The film’s parallels to 
Priscilla are obvious: their mode 
of transportation breaks down and 
puts our heroines in a bind, they 
encounter prejudice, and (best 
part) they get what they want in 
the end. However, considering the 
storyline, To Wong Foo is not as 
realistically convincing.

Swayze is Ms. Vida Boheme, the 
sensitive girl who, in the blink of a 
false eyelash, takes on the prob¬ 
lems of their battered Snydersville 
host (played by Stockard 
Channing). Leguizamo is the tag- 
along “little Latin boy in a dress” 
Chi Chi Rodriguez, who breathes 
comedic life into his bustier. With 


lines like “I think he’s preju- 
dicediced” and “How romantical”,

Leguizamo takes the Latin stereo¬ 
type one step further into laughter.

TOOMEY SHINES IN OPENER 

Freshman Katie Toomey leads the way as Lowell 
routs Stonehill 3-0 in volleyball season opener. 



The UMass Lowell 
Volleyball team’s opening 
night victory over Stonehill 
College this past 
Wednesday night marked 
ihe debut of highly touted 
freshman sensation Katie 
Toomey, and what a sensa¬ 
tion she is. If Toomey’s 
performance is any indica¬ 
tion of things to come, 
Lowell has a true superstar 
on its’ hands. Couple that 
with UML returning the 
entire roster from last 
year's squad and we could 
be looking at a pretty suc¬ 
cessful team for the next 
couple of years. Not only 
was this Toomey’s first 
game in the River Hawk 
red & blue, but the 3-0 vic¬ 
tory is sweet revenge for 
two lopsided losses (3-1,3- 
0) at the hands of Stonehill 
College last season. 

With the crowd still 
filling into Costello Gym. 
Lowell jumped out to a 
quick 7-2 lead, with 
Toomey and junior captain 
Katie Wohlfarth leading 
the offense with their pow¬ 
erful hitting. As often hap¬ 
pens with early-season 


contests, Lowell got a little 
sloppy towards the middle 
of the game and let 
Stonehill rally to tie the 
game at 11. But, unlike 
last year where the team 
might have struggled to 
regain the momentum, the 
team showed their charac¬ 
ter and pulled things 
together to win 5 of the last 
6 points for the 15-12 win. 

The second game 
progressed in much the 
same fashion as the first, 
with Lowell jumping out 
quickly, only to have 
Stonehill close the gap 
once again. The turning 
point of the game came 
when Toomey, using her 
24” vertical leap to it’s 
fullest, hammered a kill, 
drawing a grimace of pain 
from the Stonehill player 
unfortunate enough to get 
in the way of the blasted 
ball. The River Hawks 
used this play to grab the 
momentum and finish off 
the game 15-9. 

The third game was 
a bit more of a chore for 
the squad from Lowell, 
with Stonehill playing 


noticeably better than in 
the previous two games. 
The Chieftains took a 
quick 2-0 lead before both 
teams settled into a groove 
and played dead-even until 
the game was knotted at 
10. Like the previous two 
games, Lowell had to reach 
down for something extra 
to finish the pesky team 
from Stonehill College. 
When the team needed 
them the most, the veterans 
stepped to the front and 
took control of the game, 
with senior captain Tara 
Conners brought into the 
game to settle down the 


troops with her experience 
and junior Liz Noble 
putting away kill after kill 
for the 15-11 final score. 

Although most of 
the excitement surrounding 
this match was due to 
Toomey’s performance, 
Lowell has more to be 
happy about than just the 
play of their super-fresh¬ 
men. Of particular note 
was the stellar all-around 
play of Wohlfarth and 
sophomore Bethany Giles. 
Wohlfarth, who last year 
was a little on the inconsis¬ 
tent side, had no trouble 
maintaining a peak level of 


performance for the dura¬ 
tion of the match. Giles, 
who came on strong at the 
end of last year after a 
breakthrough effort at the 
River Hawk Classic, 
appears to have improved 
over the summer and has 
added a jump serve to her 
arsenal. With the addition 
of Toomey, the ever- 
improving Wohlfarth and 
Giles, and the consistent 
good play from Noble, this 
team is poised for a very 
successful campaign in 
1995. 


Sports Spealc... 


What a week in sports! Cal Ripken Jr. 

broke Lou Gehrig's consecutive games 
played streak: Dion Sanders signed a 6- 
year deal with the Dallas Cowboys; and the 
Patriots had "their head handed to them” 
by the Miami Dolphins. With all this going 
on. we have to be especially excited about 
the sports scene here in New England. The 
fall and winter months should be hot with 
the Red Sox in the Post-Season. The 
expected success of the patriots (forget 
about Sunday’s game); and the Bruins 
could have one the most potent first lines 
in the NHL with newly acquired Kevin 
Stevens joining Neely, Oates. Bourque, 
and Iafrate (if healthy). That leaves only 
the Celtics. Well, the Fleet Center is open¬ 
ing, so that should at least make it interest¬ 
ing. With the Patriots probably a year or 
two away from serious Super Bowl con¬ 
tention and the Bruins' hopes resting on 
the health of Cam Neely and A1 Ianfrate; 
the most exciting prospect in post-season 
play could very well be the Red Sox. 

But as good as the Red Sox can be, 
there are still many “ifs” with them. One of 
the biggest question marks for the Sox is 
the pitching of Tim Wakefield. If anyone 
has been watching Wakefield over his last 
half dozen starts or so, you have to be 
wondering if his magical ride through the 
first half of the season was an aberration. 
We can only hope that he dosen’t do what 


he did with Pittsburgh a couple of years 
ago. For those of you who can't remember 
what Wakefield did: he was unhittable 
when he first came up and in the playoffs. 
But he couldn't get anybody out for the 
next two years. Let’s just keep our fingers 
crossed and hope that he can return to the 
form that had people talking the Awards 
Crown (Most Improved Player, Most 
Valuable Player, and the Cy Young). The 
thing that worries me the most is the poten¬ 
tial first round match-up with the Seattle 
Mariners. If the Mariners win the 
Wildcard, they will play the Red Sox and 
could pose a significant threat to the Sox’ 
World Series dreams. There are two major 
reasons I feel this way: 1.) The series will 
be the best of 5. which means if the series 
goes the distance, the Red Sox will have to 
face the most dominate lefty in baseball, 
Randy Jackson. What he will do is virtual¬ 
ly nullify Vaughan, Greenwell, and 
O’Leary. 2.) The Mariners are an extreme¬ 
ly patient club at the plate, which could be 
trouble for Wakefield if he doesn’t regain 
control of his knuckleball. Another “if’ 
that the Sox’ World Series drive hinges on 
is whether Eric Hanson can throw his 
curveball. 

So if the Patriots can get their act
